[Text] As is known, patriots on 18 March set fire to the American cultural 
center in No 24, Taechong-tong 2 Ka, Chung-ku, Pusan and meted out punish- 
ment to the U.S. aggressors. 


At the same time, anti-U.S. leaflets reading "America should not make 
Korea a subordinate nation any longer,” and “America should leave this 
land!" were scattered at the site of fire, thus catching people's attention. 


This exploit was carried out at a time when the United States ‘s staging an 
unprecedentedly large-scale war exercise called "Team Spirit '82" by 

dragging in large military forces and when the Chon Tu-hwan clique is running 
amok with pro-U.S. nation-selling acts by waging various government-inspired 
functions marking the centennial of the establishment of diplomatic relations 
between Korea and the United States.

The incident of arson at the American cultural center is an extremely just 
and patriotic act reflecting our masses’ unanimous demand and intention to 
have U.S. troops withdraw from this land and to achieve democracy and 
reunification.

scattered in the site of fire, the U.S. aggressors are the authors of the 
division of our nation and the war maniacs who have been disturbing peace 
and the peaceful reunification «* the Korean peninsula in every way, 
pursuing war and division. 


It is the United States which is running amox with preparations for a 
northward invasion by reinforcing U.S. troops in South Korea and by 
introducing a large quantity of military equipment on the pretext of a 
non-existent southward invasion. 


The U.S. aggressors are inspiring the vwar-like atmosphere by staging large- 
scale war exercises everyday, simulating the north astheirenemy. This 

is proved by the Team Spirit '82 war exercises which they are staging, 
mobilizing a large force numbering more than 160,000 and modern military 
equipment from the U.S. mainland and other overseas military bases. 


Team Spirit '82, which they are waging, nominally a mere military exercise, 
is in fact a test war and preparatory war aimed at promoting a capability 
to attack the north at the desired time. With such war maneuvers by the 
United States, a grave situation in which another war like the 25 June 
Korean War can break out at any moment is being created on the Korean 
Peninsula. This also serves as an obstacle to the peaceful reunification 
of the Korean Peninsula. 


U.S. troops occupying South Korea shouid withdraw at an early date so that 
a genuine peace and peaceful reunification can be achieved on the Korean 
Peninsula. This is the unanimous demand of the masses at home and abroad 
and is the supreme order of history and of the times. 


In view of this, we should regard the incident of arson at the American 
cultural center in Pusan as a boundlessly patriotic and just act. 


The United States is not only the obstacle to peace and the peaceful 
reunification of the Korean Peninsula but the one infringing on and 
strangling democracy. It has pursued fascism to consolidate the founda- 
tion of its colonial rule in Korea. The United States is the very one 
which has cruelly repressed and massacred the patriotic masses from al! 

The United States, 
to say nothing of history, manipulated the Kwangju massacre in May 1980 
behind the scenes and massacred the Jwangju citizens by mobilizing troops 
under the South Korea-U.S. combined forces command. 


As long as U.S. troops remain in this land, acts strangling democracy will 
not end and the sufferings and misfortunes our masses are experiencing today 
will not be removed. For the democratization of South Korean society, the 
U.S. troops occupying South Korea should immediately withdraw for demo- 
cratization of the South Korean society. Thus, the act of arson at the 
cultural center of the United States, the mortal enemy of our masses, is a 
just and fair act of the patriotic residents; it is one reflecting such an 
ardent desire.

[Text] As already reported, patriots lit an anti-U.S. beacon fire for 
national salvation in Pusan on 18 March, They set fire to the U.S. cultural 
center located in 2-Ka Taechong-dong, Chung-ku, Pusan and disseminated some 
200 anti-U.S. leaflets arcund it at about 1400 hours on the same day. Thus 
they waged a just and righteous struggle. 


In the leaflets, condemning the U.S. schemes tc divide the Korean Peninsula 
permanently and its economic exploitation of South Korea, they denounced the 
U.S. neocolonial rule over South Korea and strongly advocated that the 
United States leave South Korea and that it not make South Korea its subject 
state. Condemning Japan for its schemes to make South Korea an economic 
subject state on the pretext of economic cooperation, they also strongly 
opposed Japanese economic cooperation. 


In the leaflets, they branded the Chon Tu-hwan ring as a fascist, dictatorial 
group and exposed the completion of its preparations for northward invasion. 

They also strongly opposed the hosting of the 1988 Seoul olympics, declaring 

that it is a waste of a huge amount of money. 


In the leaflets, they said chat their attack on the U.S. cultura: center in 
Pusan was merely the beginning of their anti-U.S. campaign, urging workers 
a.d peasants to rise up in riot [poktong] against the U.S. aggressors and 
the fascist dictatorships of the Chon Tu-hwan ring. 


This anti-U.S. beacon fire for national salvation lit by the patriots in 
Pusan was an expression of the resentment and indignation of our popular 
masses against the U.S. aggressors. It was also a due struggle to drive 
out aggressors occupying another's country illegally and to restore national 
sovereignty.

DJP WANTS ASSEMBLY TO ABOLISH ‘OLD ERA PRACTICES’

[Text] Attaching importance to the fact that the evil practices and un- 
reasonableness of the old era have been repeated during the 10lst session 
of the National Assembly which ended on 13 March, the Democratic Justice 
Party [DJP] decided to drastically change the method of running the 
National Assembly. 


Holding an urgent meeting of party executive members this morning, the 
DJP started to analyze problems which emerged during the 10lst session 
of the National Assembly and discuss what should be done to reform these 
matters. The meeting agreed to analyze these problems and take final 
action at a meeting of working-level party members to be held later 
this week. 


Evil practices cited during the current extraordinary session vere: 

attemnts to turn the National Assembly into a political propaganda forum 
and not using it as a place for dialogue and discussion; the attitude of 

not trying to solve problems but launching political offensives by taking 
advantage of these problems; acts impeding the orderly process caused by 
shouting or creating commotions in defiance of National Assembly regulations 
and by making extremely outrageous remarks to gain popularity or by storming 
out of the meeting place. The DJP has decided to study various measures 

to prevent such things from recurring. 


Admitting that the party has failed to take proper measures in dealing with 
such phenomena during the session, the DJP plans to realign the party group 
handling such matters and raise the consciousness of party members. 


According to this decision, the DJP plans to train party members at the 
central political training center for 3 days beginning 16 March and discuss 
the problems which arose during the session of the National Assembly as a 
whole. 


In particular, the DJP, shocked greatly by frequent acts in defiance of 
National Assembly regulations during the sessions, is reported to be planning 
strong measures to punish such acts of defiance in the future. 











ihe DIP also plans to discourage the opposition parties from either defying 
tional Assembly rules or turning the sessions into political propaganda 
and to encourage an atsosphere for dialogue and discussion.

Kwon Chol-tal, DJP secretary general, discussed these matters at a press 
conference held on 13 March at the National Assembly Hall. Secretary 

eneral Kwon noted: “It appears some unproductive and unreasonable practices 
still linger in our National Assembly. During the extraordinary session 

of the National Assembly, many members appeared to be holding wrong values 
which originated in the old era. In view of the urgency to build a fresh 
image of the National Assembly, we should run it prceductively and reasonably. 
He added that such negative attitudes would have to be rectitiec.

DJP HANDLING OF RICE SCANDAL CRITICIZED

[Excerpts] On 12 March, the Demc.catic Justice Party [DJP] unilaterally 
passed a motion it initiated for formation of a seven-man subcommittee to 
probe the real status of importing U.S. rice in the National Assembly 
Economy-Science Committee in the absence of lawmakers from the minority 
parties. However, the DJP revoxed the motion the next day. Regardless of 
its motives, this appears to be far from the "image of an efficient 
National Assembly." 


The DJP concentrated its efforts mereiy on blocking the political offensive 
by the opposition parties in connection with the alleged bribery scandal over 
imports of U.S. rice, while making less effort to clear up the people's 
doubts, and it failed to demonstrate flexibility in digesting the problem. 


The DJP was of the opinion that excessive discussion of the alleged payoff 
scandal runs counter to the national interest. Holding such a view, the 

DJP at first opposed formation of a subcommittee within the National 
Assembly's Steering Committee. However, it mounted a blitzkrieg to pass 

a motion for formation of a subcommittee under the economy-science committee. 
We wonder how the DJP's view of the national interest changed during this 
episode. The DJP, even at the sacr.fice of political face, admitted the 
need to form a subcommittee jointly by the ruling and minority parties after 
it dealt with the issue unilaterally. The DJP should have foreseen such 

a development. The DJP seemed to be ina state of confusion due to its 
self-righteous and inflexible att.tude, thus failing to find a proper 
countermeasure. 


Such actions of trial and error by the DJP should be regarded as due to its 
political immaturity. If the DJP had trust in the opposition rarties and 
smoothly held a dialogue with them, such inefficiency may not nave taken 
place. We feel that the DJP leadership took its course of action solely 

on the decision of high-ranking party officials. Thus, it failed to 
autonomously display its political ability. The seriousness of the problem 
lies, if our presumption is right, in the fact that the "furor caused by 
formation of a subcommittee" is not a mere mistake. We think now is the 





time for the DJP to conduct a self-examination as to whether the DJP's 


political immaturity stems from structural factors and whether democracy 


is properly rooted in tie party. 


The current "furor" taught us a lesson that establishment of an image of 

an efficient National Assembly is influenced by efficient dialogue and 
discussion, rather than by administrative command and control. It is 
necessary, we think for the government and the ruling camp to reexamine 
their techniques and efforts to realize efficiency in the National Assembly.

OPPOSITION PLANS DEEPER PROBE INTO RICE IMPORTS

[Text] Opposition party members of the nine-man subcommittee of the National 
Assembly Economic and Science Committee for probing into the truth of rice 

import have decided to charge officials concerned at the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries and the supply administration with administrative blunders 
in importing an excessive amount of rice at a high price, starting next week. 


DKP floor leader Yim Chong-ki and lawmakers Yi Hyong-pae and Hong Sa-tok, 
members of the nine-man subcommittee, held talks on the morning of 18 March 
and discussed the ope~ tion of the subcommittee. They confirmed their stand 
that, despite the decision of the U.S. House subcommittee hearing, they will 
continue to investigate whether it is true that there was bribery so that 
they can clear the suspicion of the people. 


DKP floor leader Yim said: The suspicion about bribery will be cleared not 
by the U.S. House but by the U.S. judicial branch. When the Pacific 
International Rice Mills and the Connell Rice and Sugar Company are filing 
lawsuits against each other, the ROK National Assembly should not be 
influenced by the result of the second hearing at the U.S. House subcommittee 
or by the testimony of Albrecht, deputy assistant secretary of the U.S. State 
Department. 


National assemblymen Yi and Hong said: Although we are not certain whether 
there was bribery, it appears that the government has imported an excessive 
amount of rice at a high price since 1980. If this is true, those officials 
who are responsible for this should be punished. 


They agreed to raise questions about agricultural administration since 1980, 
such as the plan for food supply and matters concerning the import of an 
excessive amount of rice at a high price, by subpoenaing officials concerned 
at the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries and the supply administration 
to the subcommittee. To this end, they decided to operate the subcommittee 
on a full-fledged scale, beginning on 22 March. 








Prior to the opening of the second meeting of the subcommittee on 19 March, 
DKP members of the subcommittee plan to have contacts with subcommittee 
members from the Korea National Party [KNP] and the Independent Parlia- 
mentary Solidarity Association [IPSA] to adjust the stand of the opposition 
camp in operating the s‘bcommittee. It has been learned that national 
assemblymen Kim Chong-ha from the KNP and Cho Sun-hyong from the IPSA have 
taken the same stand as that of the DKP national assemblymen. 


ln order to make preparations for the full-fledged meeting of the sub- 
committee, starting 22 March, the opposition camp has decided to demand 
that available materials be submitted to the second meeting of the sub- 
committee scheduled for 19 March so as to determine whether excessive 


rice has been imported at a high price and whether low quality rice has 
been imported.

DJP SEEKS TO IMPROVE GOVERNMENT-UNIVERSITY TIES

[Text] The Democratic Justice Party [DJP] is now studying an epochal plan 
for liberalizing the campuses—a plan for allowing students to join 

ideology study clubs on campus and for changing the obligatory military drill 
system into a voluntary one. The aim of the plan for fostering the genera- 
tion which will inherit the cause of unification now being reviewed by the 
DJP is to create a free atmosphere on campuses to develop the autonomy of 

the new generation for the cause of unification, to follow an open-door 
policy with regard to the study of ideologies in conjunction with the 
government's lifting of the ban on the sale of books on ideology and to leave 
these issues to the discretion of the university authorities. 


The DJP is now reviewing a plan to change the system of obligatory military 
drill for freshmen and sophomores into one under which students are allowed 
to receive this drill on a voluntary base and in which the scope of this 
drill is expanded to juniors. The plan also extends the term of exemption 
from military service for graduates from 3 months to l year. 


Believing that, in order to restore trust between the government and univer- 
sities, factors damaging trust between these two parties should be gradually 
eliminated, the DJP plans to take bold action to eliminate the cause of dis- 
content among students by striving to understand what students really want 
and to allow students to study socialist ideology, which they have studied 
on the sly, guided by professors so as to help them develop their capacity 
to criticize socialism. 


By doing away with the former practice of following the authorities" direc- 
tives in punishing students on charges of being involved in campus distur- 
bances, the DJP plans to leave this matter to the university authorities’ 
discretion; it will let the authorities handle this matter by gathering 
opinions of professors in charge of guiding these students. 


A DJP executive member said on 17 March: in order to help students have a 
perspective for the development of the country and understand that they are 
masters, we should boldly abandon the outdated coercive supervisory system.

The DJP is now conducting a comprehensive study of campus issues in order 
to have the university authorities play a central role in autonomously 
and independently solving them. To achieve this end, it is necessary for 
us to improve the competence of professors and to guarantee the authority 
of those in charge of education, giving them discretionary rights. This 
is part of the open-door policy pursued by the Fifth Republic.

FURTHER CRITICISM OF PLAN TO MOVE FOREIGN MINISTRY

[Text] At 82 Sejong-ro in Seoul, opposite the Sejong Cultural Center, there 
ire twin eight-story buildings with only a low fence as a boundary. The 
structure, size and even color of the two buildings are exactly the same. 
The only difference is that one building has loudspeakers installed on its 
rooftop and the other does not. The building with loudspeakers on its 
rooftop, which stands closer to the capital building, is presently 

occupied by the Economic Planning Board and the Finance Ministry of our 
government, and the other is the building of the American Embassy in Korea. 
The two buildings were constructed with funds of the U.S. International 
Cooperation Agency and dedicated in December 1961. Since then, after dedica- 
tion, one building has been occupied by the American Embassy and the other, 
was once used by the Supreme Council for National Reconstruction and, since 
1963, has been used as the offices of the Economic Planning Board and the 
Finance Ministry. 


On 16 March, the government, announcing @ plan for relocating some government 
offices, said that the Foreign Ministry, which is presently on the fourth 

and fifth floors of the capital building, will move to the building with the 
loudspeakers on its rooftop. 


When this happens, our Foreign Ministry building and the American Embassy 
will stand side by side, like twins. 


In a way, this may appear to be a symbol of the deep ROK-U.S. relations. 
However, we consider that it will be entirely improper and will be harmful 
to our mental health for the building of the Foreign Ministry, which carries 
out diplomacy of a sovereign state, and the building of a foreign embassy 

in that state to stand side by side, looking exactly alike. 


What will foreign visitors think about it? Undoubtedly, most of the foreign 
visitors will not be indifferent to the scene. 


And, perhaps, our citizens, too, will always feel bitter whenever they pass 
by. Actually, officials of the Foreign Ministry, too, show deep concern in 
this regard. While satisfied with the fact that they will move to a place 





with more space from thei: present offices, which have less space, and that 

they will use an independent building, they say that thy can hardly repress 
an uneasy feeling. They point out that the prestige and dignity of a state 

is very important in carrying out diplomacy. 


Moreover, the problem is, they say, that the Foreign Ministry will move 

to such place at a time when the capital building will be converted into 

a tuseum to eliminate the remnants of the colonial rule of the Japanese 
imperialists and to let our descendants draw a lesson fron our bitter past. 


Of course, we know that the government is negotiating a land-swap to 

relocate the American Embassy but has been unsuccessful because of opposition 
by the American Embassy. At the same time, we are aware that a plan under 
consideration is to change the appearance and structure of the building 

after the relocation of the Foreign Ministry. However, though the appearance 
of the building is changed, the awkwardness will not disappear. In that 
case, it would be better to let the Economic Planning Board and the 

Finance Ministry continue to stay where they are and to have the Foreign 
Ministry move to the No 1 combined government building or to the building 

ot the Audit and Inspection Board, which commands a fine view. This, it 

is considered, will be good for the cause of maintaining the dignity of 

the nation and for reducing expenses. Of course, some people point out that 
the No 1 combined government building is not a good place to receive foreign 
envoys because the building is jointly used by government ministries and 


agencies which handle civil affairs and because of the poor parking facilities 
there. 


However, when we consider the wonder of foreigners and the citizens’ bitter 
feelings which will be caused by the Foreign Ministry's nove to a twin of 
the American Embassy building, such inconveniences, we consider, will be 
no problem at all.

POLICE URGED TO QUICKLY ROUND UP ARSONISTS

[Editorial: "Fire at American Culture Center Is Shocking--Act of Terror 
Should Never Be Tolerated"] 


[Text] Fire at the American culture center in Pusan shocked us. A building 
packed with people was set on fire in broad daylight, a university student 
was killed and three others were badly burned. This is an unprecedentedly 
horrible fire incident. 


It is hard to definitely discuss the nature of the incident. Judging from 
the anti-U.S. and antigovernment leaflets reportedly disseminated before 
and after the fire, we can guess the fire has an unusual background. 


In view of the circumstances before and after the fire and in view of the 
wording of the leaflets, there could be many clues on the cause of the 
incident. What is apparent is that the culprits are trying to alienate 
Korea from the United States. 


This year marks the 100th anniversary of establishing diplomatic relations 
between Korea and the United States and relations between the two countries 
could not have been better in the past. 


It is easy to guess that the fire incident, occurring at a time of cordial 
relations between Korea and the United States, was premeditated. We cannot 
say it was an accident. 


What we must think of at this juncture are measures so that the goal of the 
culprits is quickly forgotten. We should make it clear that the incident 
has nothing to do with our people's sentiment toward the United States anc 
that ROK-U.S. relations are too strong to be damaged by such an incident. 


Ihe surest way to prove this is to arrest the culprits as soon as possible. 
For this reason, we urge the people to cooperate with the authorities in 
charge of the investigation and to report any information they have. 


Apart from the political character of the incident, acts of arson against 
public buildings, murder and terror can never be tolerated. 
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Judging from what has been unearthed by the investigating team, tracking 

down -he culprits in this incident does not appear to be very difficult. 

The investigating team has already announced that a nationwide search for 
a suspect has begun. 


According to reports by the investigating team, the suspect was the 
ringleader in the arson attack on the American cultural center in Kwangju 
in December 1981. And two women are reported to have perpetrated the 
arson with five others. Since some people claim to have witnessed the 
crime, we presume arresting those culprits will not be very difficult. 
However, there should not be any laxity in rounding up the culprits since 
they have repeatedly set fire to properties of a foreign government. 


The police investigation appears to focus on dishonest elements as the 
culprits in the incident. However, we cannot rule out the possibility that 
this incident may have been instigated by the north. It is, therefore, 
urged that the investigating authorities watch for infiltration by the 
north's subversive agents while chasing after the culprits. 


In the same context, we do not understand why the Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, according to reports, asked the police to intensify security 
guard at foreign mission offices. If the offices of foreign missions have 
been the target of those subversive agents, the police should have taken 
measures to prevent such incidents. 


The arson incident at the American culture center in Pusan was an act of 
terror which took a death toll. This act, to be dealt with by capital 
punishment according to law, cannot be justified. 


We again urge the investigating authorities to speedily conclude the 


investigation in order to prevent international public opinion on this 
incident from being misled.

NEW BOOK REGULATIONS--Testifying at the legislation and justice committee 
of the National Assembly on the afternoon of 10 March, Yi Chong-won, 
minister of justice said: The government will not punish those who carry 
and read books on communist theories for academic purposes; however, it 
will continuously punish those who publish, import, copy, carry, deliver, 
sell and acquire impure books for the purpose of helping antistate 
organizations. He said: Those impure books which can lead to punishment 
under the National Security Law include those books and publications 
which introduce communist ideology or criticize capitalist theories so 
that they lead to benefit antistate organizations and inspire collabora- 
tion with communism among the people. He continued: Books written with 
a view to criticizing communism will be allowed to be printed and de- 
livered. Those 15 kinds of books for which the Ministry of Culture and 
Information has recently lifted the ban on their sale are not regarded as 
impure books.

RICE SCANDAL--Answering a question on the bribery scandal connected with 
import of U.S. rice at a meeting of the committee of agriculture and 

fisheries of the National Assembly on the evening of 9 March, a responsible 
official in the administration said: If I had known about the foreign 

news report in advance, I would have taken steps to prevent it from being 
released in domestic papers. His remarks stunned not only the assemblymen 

but also other people on the spot. When he finished his reply, an assembly- 
man from the ruling party promptly proposed eliminating that portion of his 
remarks from the stenographic records, thus producing a drama over cancelling 
his remarks by virtue of the chairman's authority. In a way, his remarks can 
be considered insignificant, uttered without thinking out of momentary excite- 
ment and confusion. On the other hand, we wonder how such a high-ranking 
government official dares make such an "absurd remark" at a National Assembly 
meeting discussing an important issue affecting trust in the government at 
home and abroad. More serious is the fact that such remarks are unhesitatingly 
presented on the parliamentary platform, as in the past. The new government 
has stressed many times that it is pursuing an open administration and seeking 
national unity through dialogue and persuasion. If this is true, we should be 
fair and just toward each other. A democratic course, in which one side 
frankly opens up its stand and accepts the other's sincerity, is necessary.

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OPPOSITION PARTIE: SQUABBLE--In the 11 March home cffairs committee session 
of the National Assembly, bills on amending the government organization law 
presented by the government and the Democratic Korea Party [DKP] were put 
to a vote.

RICE SCANDAL--On the night of 11 March, when a hot debate on the alleged 

rice scandal was held at an economy and science committee session of the 
National Assembly, secretary general of the Democratic Justice Party [DJP]

building. At the press conference, Kwon expressed his discontent with the 
debate on the alleged rice scandal, saying, "Why are the government and the 
National Assembly getting excited over the tricks played by U.S. rice dealers. 
Secretary General Kwon said: "It has been already revealed that there were 
no suspected irregularities and no bribery scandal involved in rice imports. 
Nevertheless, they are trying to hang on to the issue. Such an act was a 
practice of old politicians. This is indeed deplorable." Kwon continued: 

It is not good for the national interests of our country for the government 
and the National Assembly to be entangled in the alleged rice scandal in the 
year when Korea and the United States mark the centennial anniversary of the 
establishment of their relations, and particularly at a time when the team 
spirit military exercise is being staged. However, secretary general of the 
Democratic Korea Party Yu Han-yol said: It is not desirable to link the 
alleged rice scandal with the centennial anniversary of Korea-U.S. relations 
and the team spirit exercise. This issue should be thoroughly debated on the 
occasion of these events.

GOVERNMENT OIL PRICE POLICY QUESTIONED

[Excerpts] The price of bunker C oil and some other fuels has decreased. 
It was the claim of the Energy-Resources Ministry until a few days ago 
that there was no reason to decrease the domestic price of oil, despite 
the trend of decreases in the price of crude oil. 


The ministry said pressure to increase the price, instead, was generated 

by the increase in the exchange rate. However, the price of oil has abruptly 
decreased, even a little. Consumers rejoice over this. However, we do not 
understand the calculations of the Energy-Resources Ministry. The people are 
stunned by such marvelous calculations by which the price of oil has de- 
creased when, up until a few days ago, only factors for an increase were 
being presented. At any rate, the ministry cannot make any excuse against 
the people's claim that the ministry's remarks were absurd and deceitful. 


Despite the current price cut, bunker C oil still remains 45 percent higher 
than in Taiwan and 10.7 percent higher than in Japan, a much higher level 
than the international price. This has served as a primary factor weakening 
the international competitiveness of local industries. To take credit the 
ministry lowered the price of naphtha by 11.6 percent at the strong request 
of the petrochemical sector and the lpg price by 10.6 percent, while cutting 
prices only by an average of 2.4 percent overall. 


The government plans to import crude oil under a long-term contract while 
purchasing 20 percent from the srot market. However, regardless of the 
international crude oil situation and domestic pricing system, the policy 
on energy pricing will not be successfully implemented unless the people 
trust it. With the impression that the government has lowered prices onlv 
to save face while excluding the primary types of oil from price cuts, 
reluctantly following the overall decrease in oil prices on the inter- 
national market and strongly pursuing a one-digit economic policy, we 
cannut expect too much from the government's price cut.

POLICE RECOVER STOLEN CARBINES, AMMUNITION 
SK131233 Seoul Domestic Service in Korear. 0300 GMT 13 Mar 82 


[Text] Police investigating the case of a theft oi firearms from the 
Yosu branch of the Korea Electric Company [KECO], have arrested a criminal 
and found the five carbines and 900 rounds of ammunition which had been 
stolen. 


According to a statement by the criminal, a certain Sin, police found 

150 rounds of ammunition and three shells in a furrow located 1 km west 

of (Koemokyok), (Hwangjon) Myon, (Sungju) County, South Cholla Province 

at around 0830 this morning. Police also found that the criminal had used 
two live shells for shooting practice. 


Thanks to a report by residents, police found four firearms and 720 rounds 
of ammunition on a hillock in (Yondong), Yosu city at around 1330 yesv.erday. 
This morning, police confiscated one firearm and 27 rounds of ammunition 
from the criminal. Thus, police have been able to find all the lost 
firearms and ammunition. 


Though the criminal Sin has asserted that he was the sole offender, police 
are concentrating all efforts on an investigation of whether there was help 
in the theft, on the assumption that it would be difficult for a criminal 
to carry a wire cutter, firearms and ammunition weighing 1l5kgs and that his 
m tive for the crime is unknown. 


It has been discovered that the criminal Sin is presently jobless after he 
left middle school in mid-course in Yosu and later worked at a machinery 
workshop. 


Meanwhile, a confession from Sin led the police to the discovery today of 
the three firearms that had been stolen from Yosu High School. 


The South Cholla Provincial Police Station has decided to distribute 20 million 
won, which was offered by the Yosu branch of KECO as reward money, to nine 
persons including (Kim Se-tong), 34, a worker at the Sunchon Railway station 
who reported the criminal and (Chang Che-song), 66, in (Yondung-dong), Yosu 
city who found the firearms. 
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Because of the theft of the firearms from the reserve forces armory of 
KECO's Yosu branch, the Home Ministry dismissed from office, as of today, 
senior superintendent (Choe Yong-son), chief of the Yosu police station, 
and police lieutenant (Pak Chae-pok), chief of Chungmu policebox of the 
Yosu police station. 


The Home Ministry also has asked KECO to dismiss (Kim Chung-nam), chief 

of the KECO Yosu branch and (Chi Chang-su), reserve forces company commander. 
The Home Ministry has also decided to promote by one rank each three 
policemen--police patrolmen (So Wan-sok) and (Chang My-yang) of the Sunchon 
police station and police sergeant (Kang Sang-won) of the Yosu police station, 
who rendered distinguished service in cracking the case. The Home Ministry 
has also decided to reward 10 civilians.

EX-U.S. BUILDING SEEN BAD PLACE FOR FOREIGN MINISTRY

[Text] Referring to the government's decision to use the building--a twin 
of the U.S. Embassy building--which is now being occupied by the 

Economic Planning Board [EPB] for the Foreign Ministry, currently occupying 
the fourth and fifth floors of the central government building which the 
government plans to use as a central national museum, a person in diplomatic 
circles said: It is good for the Foreign Ministry to move to an independent 
building. However, this is somewhat awkward in a diplomatic sense. 


He said: Fortunately, the Foreign Ministry will occupy an independent 
building for the first time since the establishment of the government. 
However, it appears that, while formulating the plan for the relocation 
of government agencies, the government has not paid attention to the fact 
that the building in question was built by the U.S. Government. 


He said: If the government wants to use the central government buildings as 

a museum in deference to the feelings of the people, it should not have 
decided to use a building of a similar nature [similar to the Japanese 
constructed central government building] as the building for the Foreign 
Ministry of an independent nation, In light of frequent visits by foreign 
envoys, it would be desirable to choose a place a little away from the central 
part of the city--a place which is suited to enhancing the dignity of the 
nation, 


The building currently used by the EPB was built in October 1961 with funds 
supplied by the International Cooperation Administration. Later, it was 
given to the ROK Government. Shortly after the 16 May coup, the Supreme 
National Council used this building. Since then, the EPB and the Finance 
Ministry have been using it.

U.S. EMBASSY--The issue of handling the U.S. Embassy building, which will be 
side by side with the Foreign Ministry in accord with the rearrangement of 
government buildings, is emerging as a matter for the people's attention as 
this building should have been turned over to the Korean Government a long 
time ago.

U.S. PROBE INTO RICE SALES DISCUSSED

[Excerpts] I wonder if there was ever any transaction in which the customer 
was insulted by the seller? 


l even resented the Korean people's preference for rice while watching the 
hearing of the subcommittee on cotton, rice and sugar of the U.S. Congress 
Agricultural Committee which lasted for 3 days on 11 March. 


The hearing, to inquire into the question on "Why Korea does not timely 
purchase 500,000 tons of Calif-~rnia rice as agreed, reminded me of a trial 
in absentia against "the people who eat rice" by those who do not consume 
but produce and sell rice. 

Amid ceaseless discussions about "Korea" and "rice," including issues on 
the detailed status of Korea's rice imports, its storage capacity and 
contents of the agreement, the U.S. Department of State and Department of 
Agriculture--which “ignored the interests of U.S. farmers"--Japan, which 
dumped rice in Korea, and Korea, which is attempting to delay rice imports, 
were being censured. 


While the hearing was in progress, I thought: "This is not representative 
of American public opinion,” "this meeting does not touch on the basic 
problem between Korea and the United States," and "I would not be able to 
grasp the entire picture if any anti-U.S. sentiment grows in my mind by 
taking this issue too seriously." Thus, I concluded: the hearing is no 
more than a gripe session by small groups of rice dealers and their 
representatives. 


Mr Joseph Alioto, former mayor of San Francisco and lawyer for the Connel 
Company, which once exercised great influence on rice exports to Korea and 
has caused an upheaval in Korea's import of foreign rice in an attempt to 
restore the company's former position after being edged out recently, said: 
Korea's office of supply imported 40,000 tons of California rice at $449.90 
per ton, causing a loss of $4 million to the Korean people by paving 

$100 more than the market price. Following this, a $6 million loss was 
caused by a similar development after concluding two other private contracts. 
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Mr Alioto also noted it can hardly be possible that Korean officials, who 
are experienced in rice imports, paid $10 million by mistake and that 
there must be some sort of irregularity. Thus, he attempted to lead the 
hearing in a farfetched direction. 


However, Mr Alioto's attempt failed because the congressmen were already 
notified by the Department of State and Department of Agriculture that 
there is no evidence of any irregularity. 


Connel's lawyer claimed it is urconvircing to say Korea purchased the 
remaining 100,000 tons at the cost <pgreed upon in the initial contract. 
He hinted that the excess, which might have been indirectly distributed 
to U.S. farmers, should be returned to Korea. However, this remark 
was not made out of any love for Korea.

U.S. STAND AT LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE

[Editorial: "United Nations Conference on the Law of the Sea") 


[Excerpts] The llth session of the 3d United Nations Conference on the 

Law of the Sea, whose objective is to redefine order in the seas, resumed 
on 8 March at UN headquarters after a year's recess, with the participation 
of the representatives from some 150 countries. 


This conference, which began meeting at the end of 1973 to conclude a pact 
on new sea laws governing all problems arising in such matters as trouble 
shooting in feuds over territorial waters, economic waters, continental 
shelves, and sea pollution, scientific research of maritime resources and 
exploration of the deep seas, provided a 300-article draft with eight 
provisional laws encompassing every major item of a sea law pact at its 
ninth session held in Geneva in 1980. 


Following the inauguration of the Reagan administration, the United States 
adopted a negative attitude toward the draft of this pact, and, as a result, 
the UN conference hit a snag. The United States is expected to propose 
amendments to the draft treaty in the current session. 


The items vehemently opposed by the United States concern the articles 
dealing with the exploration for seabed mining and matters of excavating 
seabed minerals. 


What matters in exploration of deep sea mining is that it is impossible 
without the participation of the United States, which has the technology 
to carry out such exploration. 


We fully understand the stand maintained by the United States, the one with 
the necessary capital and technology. However, we hope the United States, 
remembering its faith in and responsibility to the UN conference, in which 
U.S. administrations since President Johnson have been participating on the 
premise that maritime resources are the common wealth of all of mankind, as 
stated in the 1970 UN resolution, will reach an agreement in the UN con- 
ference through mutual understanding and in the spirit of mutua’ concessions.

This deep intent was fully manifested in the grand monumental creations mapped out 
for Lake Samjiyon, with the bronze statue of the respected and beloved ieader as 
the centerpiece. 
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Looking up at the bronze statue of the respected and beloved leader, with its 
deeply chiseled nobility, along with Samjiyon, who could not but be deeply affectsai, 
their emotions stirred? 


It is not that the bronze statue of the great leader serves as a backdrop for the 
symbolic Mt. Paektu, but in reality that Mt. Paektu is the backdrop, and this 
powerful insight makes it all the more majestic. 


The bronze statue of the respected and beloved leader, with a backdrop composed of 
Mt. Paektu, the sacred peak of the revolution, and of Samjiyon, the historic 
revolutionary battlefield--how can one put into words the great wisdom it exudes as 
it vividly manifests the countenance of the leader, wearing a leather belt and 
holding his binoculars, capturing the features of the great leader who is a legendary 
hero and steel-hard master; how can one express the significance of the light shed 
on coming generations of the immortal image of the great leader Comrade Kim Li-song, 
the sun of the people who so highly revere him ani who, looking up to the statue of 
the respected and beloved leader with even greater majesty and respect, received 
him as such for the first time in their several thousands of years of history. 


As we viewed one by one the large-scale sculpture groupings--"In Billets, “In the 
Fatherland” and “In Admiration"--which bring to life the boundless emotion and 
happiness of the troops of the Fatherland People's Liberation Army as they drove 
into the fatherland, and the joy and passion of the people as they welcomed the 
respected and beloved leader, we stopped in front of the sculpture group "On the 


March” with “Bugler Sounding the Charge” in the background. 


The majestic image of the bugler vigorously blowing his bugle, white sash flapping, 
the militant and stately appearance of the Korean People's Liberation Army advancing 
in fine precision on the “Road of Armed Defense,” the heroic air of the troops as 
they attack with invincible spirit--how their unique style and creative method 
evoke the sense of that violent scene of the Musan regional assault operation 
organized and commanded by the great leader! 


Any explorer who comes upon such grand poetic works of art unfolding in such 
grandeur and harmonizing with the wild natural setting of the Paektu forest, grouped 
around the bronze statue of the respected and beloved leader, cannot but appreciate 
the glorious and proud revolutionary history of the great leader and the great 
virtue of our party. 


Han Yong-hae, a worker in the steel shop of the Hwanghae Iron and Steel Complex 
who had accompanied us on the trip to the Samjiyon Memorial, expressed her feelings 
as follows. 


“Whenever I heard of this place I felt a longing for it, but in finally coming here 
and getting to see the Samjiyon Memorial with my own eyes I'm even more deeply 
impressed with the wise leadership of our party which set in motion the construction 
of the Samjiyon Revolutionary Battlefield Monument and directed the work of creating 
these grand commemorative works.” 


Judging from the conversation of all those we met at this great memorial, the miners 
from the Hakpo Coal Mine and the workers from the Yonan-kun Cooperative Farm, all 
Shared the same sentiment. 
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Such brilliant leadership that so clearly explained and forcefully guided the 
construction of the revolutionary battlefield, from the basic concept to the layout 
and scope of the monument, the design of each and every of the statue groupings: 
Apart from this enormous virtue, there could be no imagining the tremendous pride 
and joy stirred by these works of art which bring to life the proud history of the 
Korean revolution 40 years ago here today at Lake Sanmjiyon. 


Filled with great emotion, we turned our steps toward Lake Number Two. A bed of 
rhododendron blooming in the snow stirred our senses, and then our gaze continued 
on around the edge of Samjiyon where our eyes were caught by a granite spire. It 
was the spot where Comrade Kim Chong-suk, indomitalbe communist revolutionary 
fighter and anti-Japanese heroine, had paused to rest with other women troops. 


Pondering the inscription on the spire, the exciting words recounting that fatherland 
march, combined with the slanting rays of sunlight illuminating that spot steeped in 
history, made it a day we will never forget. 


The dazzling light struck a spot on Mt. Paektu where the explorer’s path is not far 
removed from Pochonbo and where, in June 1956, programmatic guidance had already 
been given on opening the firet march for exploring revolutionary battlefields as 
far as Samjiyon. 


As early as that time there was a great ray of light which showed the clear way to 
locate the remaining revolutionary battlefields of the Mt. Paektu area which had 

not yet been completely uncovered due to the maneuvering of anti-party and anti- 
revolutionary elements, to find all of those revolutionary battlefields and artifacts, 
to restore them und take care of them, and to extend the revolutionary battlefield 
exploration route on up to the ridge of Mt. Paektu, and thereby to strengthen mass 
indoctrination work through revolutionary history. 


The grand design for building the Samjiyon Revolutionary Battlefield had already 
been filly developed by that time. 


Deeply impressed with that grand design, we retraced our steps back to Lake Number 
One. 


The forked birch tree that has such great significance to our people! With trembling 
hearts, »e stood before the birch tree; it was here in May 1939 that the great 
leader, commanding the forces of the Fatherland People's Revolutionary Army, came 
upon Lake Samjiyon with the esteemed Comrade Kim Chong-suk, and, tasting the clear 
water, said "Both the scenery and water of Samjiyon are good. Let us drink our 

fill of this water and fight vigorously to liberate the fatherland.” Now, after 
victory in the revolution, the significance of those words in building a place of 
repose on this spot still seems to ring out. 


As we stood before this historic birch tree, stopped in our tracks with emotion, an 
employee of the Samjiyon Musuem of History spoke to us in an excited voice. 

“I come to this place often, and every time I see this birch tree I cannot contain 
my feelings of vitality and the impact on me of having been a participant in the 
tullding of the Samjiyon Kevolutionary Battlefield.” 
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So it was that he expressed his feelings for being a part of the Samjiyon Memorial. 


In July 1976, when the master plan for construction of the Sanjiyon Revolutionary 
Battlefield was unveiled, the Party Center, again illuminating Saajiyon with the 
bright light of his guidance, placed greatest significance on the nlacement of the 
bronze statue of the great leader and solved this problem in the most correct 
manner. 


As we listened to the story of how [the Party Center] had clearly showed that the 
bronze statue of the respected and beloved leader should be placed right with the 
birch tree that had been central to the time of the great leader's anti-Japanese 
arned struggle, and that had been the spot where he personally came back to visit 
and to have a commemorative photo taken, we were struck with its deep significance. 


This was brilliant wisdom which immediately grasped that which experts with long 
experience had not been able to see, and which clearly perceived the basic problen 
arising in the construction of the revolutionary battlefield. 


In reality, in holding fast to the principles of historicism and giving more 
careful consideration to the bronze statue of the great leader, and thereby 
deepening mass indoctrination through revolutionary history, the resolute intent 
[of the Party Center] to pass on the glorious and proud history of the great leader 
to all generations was manifested. 


The Mt. Paektu region, steeped in significance and centering on Samjiyon, has today 
been molded into a greai museum of revolutionary tradition indoctrination, a 
sanctuary of revolution, and the anti-Japanese revolutionary tradition has been 
bathed with an even prouder light.

Indeed, these rays of splendid leadership have filled with overflowing activity the 
exhibits of the Samjiyon Revolutionary Museum, which stands in harmony with the 
beautiful natural panorama of the larch forests, as well as the everyday abodes of 
the Juvenile Corps, college students and workers, and the splend‘d halls of 
indoctrination. 


With the consolidation and enrichment of the glorious revolutionary tradition into
